Adult toy store opens 
across from public school

Sugar and spice and every- 
thing nice, whips and gels and 
cat ’o nine tails — not exactly 
the stuff of nursery rhymes. 

However, directly across the 
street from Park Slope’s Middle 
School 51, an unassuming sex 
shop has opened, drawing side- 
ward glances from neighborhood 
parents and school officials. 

The Pink Pussy Cat, a staple of 
Manhattan’s Greenwich Village for 
years, has joined the burgeoning 
commercial row along Fifth Av- 
enue, at 355 Fifth Ave. between 
Fourth and Fifth streets, with its 
stock and trade of frilly undergar- 
ments, adult toys and exotic oils.

Howie walks away from plum job

Former Borough President 
Howard Golden stepped down 
this week from his annual 
$125,000 post in the District 
Attorney’s office, which had been 
widely criticized as a patronage 
position. 

Golden, who was term-limited out 
of office last year, served as borough 
president for a quarter of a century and 
was an enduring Democratic Party 
power broker. 

He was chairman of the Democratic 
County Committee until 1990, when 
Crown Heights Assemblyman Clar- 
ence Norman took over the post, and 
he heads a powerful political action 
committee, Committee for a Golden 
Future, which was a long-time sup- 
porter of Hynes. 

For the past nine months Golden 


held the title of executive director for 
civic and governmental affairs, a posi- 
tion that had not previously existed, to 
establish a program called Drew 
House, a facility designed to allow 
women convicted of non-violent 
crimes to serve their sentences in a 
non-prison like environment with their 
children. 

“As we envisioned,” Hynes said in a 
prepared statement, Howard was able 
to bring his vast experience in forging 
partnerships between the public and 
private sectors to benefit the Drew 
House program.” 

The Drew House Board of Directors 
has recently enlisted Robert Catell of 
Keyspan, Patrick Fallon, Vice Presi- 
dent of JP Morgan Chase, and Marilyn 
Gelber of the Independence Founda- 
tion. Additional non-profit groups 
committed to Drew House, according 
to the District Attorney’s office, in- 
cludes HELP USA, United Way and 


Paladia Inc. 

According to Hynes, Golden helped 
identify space for the facility in East 
New York and as further capital and 
operating expenses are required, he 
will continue to fundraise “independ- 
ent of the district attorney’s office,” 
Hynes said. 

He will continue working until of 
the end of this month and it remained 
undecided if a replacement would be 
hired, according to a DA spokesman. 

At a time when city offices were be- 
ing ordered to cut their budgets by up 
to 20 percent, the decision to hire 
Golden at $125,000 a year — while 
he was collecting a $90,000 city pen- 
sion — shocked some who questioned 
the fiduciary wisdom of creating posts 
while the city faced a $5 billion short- 
fall. 

Last month, in the wake of mayoral 
budget cuts and a bloated $4.8 million 
deficit, DA Charles Hynes was forced

to postpone the hiring of 52 junior 
prosecutors. 

Many prosecutors were reportedly 
dissatisfied that their offices went un- 
derstaffed while Hynes’ budget contin- 
ued to make room for Golden’s posi- 

“They work 12 hour days and they 
have caseloads of 150,” said one for- 
mer senior prosecutor in Brooklyn, of 
the junior assistant district attorneys. 
“Basically Howard Golden was being 
paid what three of these kids were be- 
ing paid.” 

“The DAs office has one purpose 
and that’s to prosecute crime,” the for- 
mer prosecutor added. 

While some of Hynes’ critics have 
conceded that many of his programs 
— such as the Drug Treatment Alter- 
native-to-Prison Program (DTAP) ini- 
tiated to direct drag offenders to treat- 
ment rather than prison, as well as

Arabs in 
Heights 
rip cops

Kelly, guest speaker at a regular monthly meeting of 
the 84th Precinct Community Council, at St. Francis on 
Remsen Street in 
Brooklyn Heights, 
said, “Give us spe- 

Monica Tarazi, of 
the Arab-American 
Anti-Discrimination 
Committee on Court 
Street in Cobble Hill, 
asked how phone 
calls to a terror hot- 
line were judged for 
credibility. 

“We have experi- 
enced investigators 
judging that,” Kelly, 
said. “We have to be 
cautious, we have to 
be professional. But 
we do have a re- 
sponsibility to re- 

The exchange be- 
came more combat- 
ive as Emira Habiby 
Browne, executive 
director of the Arab 
American Family Support Center, which shares a build- 
ing with the anti-discrimination committee, said, “We’re 
being targeted.” 

"There is a climate of fear in our community,” she said. 

"Where you're concerned, let us know,” said Kelly. 

After additional statements were made by Tarazi and 
Browne, Kelly reiterated, “I’m asking you to manifest 
these concerns. If you have specific information, let us 

Following the departure of Browne and Tarazi from the 
meeting, community council president Leslie Lewis said, ‘Tt 
was not clear to me what the woman was talking about. It 
did not seem, to my ears, that there was a specific complaint 
beyond a general feeling of unease in her community.” 

"She was delivering a lecture rather than asking a 
crime prevention question,” Lewis said. 

The precinct council meeting, which was attended by 
about 50 people, touched on a number of other subjects, 
including the recent rash of attempted child abductions in 
Brooklyn Heights. Police Officer Diane Mooney was 
honored as Cop of the Month for her arrest of an alleged 
would-be abductor (see story on page 5).

THEY’RE NO ANGELS 


Four vying to replace disgraced councilman

Four candidates have lined 
up to fill the vacancy for the 
38th Council District of Sunset 
Park and Red Hook left by dis- 
graced former Councilman 
Angel Rodriguez, who resigned 
last month the day before he 
pleaded guilty to extorting a Red 
Hook developer. 

Community School Board 15 
President Eddie Rodriguez, Com- 
munity Board 7 Chairwoman Sara 
Gonzalez, Candidate for District 
Leader George Martinez and for- 
mer Sunset Park Assemblyman 
Javier Nieves each claim to have 
collected enough signatures to get 
on the ballot. 

Though the race is a non-parti- 
san election, scheduled for the gen- 
eral election on Nov. 5, all four 
candidates are Democrats. The 
foursome are also Hispanic, creat- 
ing ethnic equilibrium in a district 
that is almost 50 percent Hispanic, 
and are all from Sunset Park, lend- 
ing geographic parity as well. 

While Sara Gonzalez, holds a 
gender distinction which tends to 
carry some favor in the voting 
booths, she is already being painted 
by her opponents as Angel Ro- 
driguez’s chosen successor, due to 
her status as the former councilman’s 
choice as chair of CB7 and rumors 
that she had advance notice of his 
forthcoming plea, a charge she dis- 
missed to The Brooklyn Papers. 

This month, she told The Papers 
her early jump in fundraising was 
dictated by common sense given 
Rodriguez’s impending trial. 

“When my councilman was in- 
dicted we knew there would be an 
outcome,” she said earlier this 
month. “Other than the indictment, 
common sense dictated.” 

Gerry O'Brien, a Republican po- 
litical consultant and former Sunset 
Park District Leader, saw it as an 
even contest with factors that could 


make it a “pick ’em race.” 

“I assume the specter of Angel 
Rodriguez is going to loom largely 
over this race and that could bode 
poorly for Sara,” O'Brien said, 
while adding that her position as 
community board chair could also 
boost her grassroots support. “She 
may spend a lot of time in the cam- 


paign trying to distance herself from 
him while she should be talking 
about the issues.” 

On Aug. 29, Angel Rodriguez 
and an accomplice, Jonathan 
Morales, pleaded guilty to extor- 
tion, extortion conspiracy and fraud, 
in exchange for a sentence of 46 to 
57 months. 


Rodriguez admitted to attempting 
to shake down Red Hook developer 
Greg O’Connell for $50,000 and a 
$1.5 million discount on two pieces 
of Cobble Hill property in exchange 
for his approval of a controversial 
Fairway supermarket development 
in Red Hook.

A memorial for longtime Cobble 
Hill resident and activist Carl Peek 
is scheduled for Sept. 26, at 6:30 pm 
at Christ Church, at 326 Clinton St., 
off Kane Street.

fund for victims of gentrification, were not heard. 

Rev. Clinton Miller, of Brown Memorial Baptist Church, on 
Washington Avenue between Gates Avenue and Fulton Street, 
and a CCC member, said the first meeting was more about ini- 
tiating an inclusive process. 

“That’s really what the supplementary plan is all about, try- 
ing to include people that may not be on the inside of the plan- 
ning process,” Miller said. 

The formation of the CCC was announced last July by As- 
semblyman Roger Green and state Sen. Velmanette Mont- 
gomery, who charged the current plan as it exists does not pro- 
vide enough for the local community. 

Green secured $50,000 from the state legislature to assist in 
the creation of a “supplementary plan” by the CCC to reshape 
some of what the LDC has already presented at three public 
planning sessions on the district between December and June. 

The current designs for the Cultural District are slated to in- 
clude arts space, housing and retail developments over four 


parking lots surrounding BAM. Two of the lots, the north and 
south sites are owned by the city, the west site has multiple 
owners, and the fourth, directly across the street from BAM — 
bounded by Fulton Street, St. Felix Street, Ashland Place and 
Lafayette Avenue — is under a 40-year lease by Bruce Ratner, 
the CEO of the development company Forest City Ratner 
(FCR). 

The first public meeting of the CCC was a preliminary step 
towards creating the supplementary plan. 

About 50 people attended, among them at least a dozen arts 
groups, Councilman James Davis and a representative from 
Green’s office. 

Harvey Lichtenstein, the chairman of the LDC, and Jeanne 
Lutfy, the president, were also in attendance with several LDC 
representatives. 

“I think we’re in a position to hold BAM LDC accountable 
for its development and that’s the overall goal of the Con- 
cerned Citizen’s Coalition: accountability,” Miller said. “Mak- 
ing sure non-developers, non-visionaries are included in their

from a view inside the store, while pink flower petals surround a 
statue of a pink pussycat. A sign on the door states, “No one un- 
der 18 years old” allowed and a buzzer bars sneaky minors from 
libidinal trespass. 

Inside, the store is small, about 12-feet by 20-feet, and most of 
more risque items are under a glass counter towards the rear; 
body paint, ticklers and pin-the-tail-on-the-party-guest novelty 
items are towards the front. 

“We’re a lot more tame than the Manhattan store,” said man- 
ager, Laura Wilson. “Because of the school across the street, we 
didn’t want it to be blatant.” 

The store's hours, 1 pm to midnight, are meant to bypass the 
students’ lunch break, Wilson said. 

Some parents and the school's acting principal are displeased 
with the business' joining the Fifth Avenue renaissance. 

“I’ve contacted some community representatives’ offices to see 
what can be done,” said acting principal Xavier Castelli. “I hate 
to close a guy down, but I think [it’s] in an inappropriate location. 

“Would you want your 12 or 13-year-old daughter or son com- 
ing off the school bus and being exposed to what the gentleman 
is selling in his store?” 

Councilman Bill DeBlasio's office, the Park Slope Civic Coun- 
cil and Community Board 6 each said they were looking into the 

The Department of City Planning has been notified and the 
zoning regulations are being studied in relation to the merchan- 
dise, said CB6 District Manager Craig Hammerman. 

“From all we can see, the ‘adult-use establishment' zoning cre- 
ates certain thresholds that would apply if this were treated as an 
adult establishment,” Hammerman said. “And a lot of that de- 
pends on the status of the inventory and merchandise.” 

Should the business be determined to be an “adult establish- 
ment” it might be shut down and its items confiscated. 

Most parents interviewed by The Brooklyn Papers were not 
aware of the shop until informed by a reporter. 

“This is the United States, freedom of speech and all that, [but] 
not across the street from a public school,” said Gene Perri, of Park 
Slope and father of an 1 1 -year-old sixth grader at MS 5 1 . 

“It’s not appropriate,” agreed a mother of a sixth grader from 
Bay Ridge. 

Jon Kest of Flatbush, took a wait-and-see attitude. “Though I 
wouldn’t think it’s a big deal,” he said. “If the parents and kids 
think it’s a big deal then something should be done about it.” 

The storefront is also abutting the school’s bus stop where chil- 
dren congregate on their way home. On Friday, however, after 
dismissal, most children paid little attention to the store and con- 


gregated around the comer bodegas for more puerile indulgences 
such as candy and soft drinks. 

While its legality is being considered, the market for a Pink 
Pussycat Boutique in Park Slope is another matter. 

Most of the daytime foot traffic in the area is children and par- 
ents, while Fifth Avenue's nightlife is emerging as one of Brook- 
lyn’s trendy restaurant and cocktail lounge rows, along with 
Smith Street in Carroll Gardens and Bedford Avenue in Williams- 
burg. 

“People are finding out about us slowly but surely,” Wilson 
said. “It’s busier in the evenings. I guess people are coming in 
from the bars.” 

Always proud of its liberal foundation. Park Slope is famous 
for its diversity, particularly in the area of sexual orientation. 

Mixing sexuality with an educational institution, however, is 
enough to make even Park Slope uncomfortably shift in its seat. 
Several people told The Papers that the area was not “prude,” but 
that it was a matter of propriety. 

“Despite the fact that [the owner] is making the efforts [to open 
late and block the window],” principal Castelli said, “I don’t think 
any of the parents feel any of it is appropriate, nor do my staff 
members.” 

While certainly not Greenwich Village, Park Slope, particular- 
ly Fifth Avenue, has a flowering nightlife, with Ginger's Bar and 
Bar Reis within a block of the school and another half dozen 
within a five block radius. Gourmet groceries, celebrated restau- 
rants and cafes have also come to the avenue. 

“I think up until now everybody’s been happy for Fifth Av- 
enue. It’s got this vitality and vibrancy,” said Bemie Graham, 
president of the Park Slope Civic Council and a father of sixth 
grader at MS 51. “In that sense, it’s really turned a comer 
through, what I’d say, were bleak years when things weren’t real- 
ly happening on Fifth Avenue.” 

“That’s all positive,” he added. "So maybe this is an unintend- 
ed consequence. But it doesn’t necessarily legitimize it.”

ComALERT as an education and employment referral service for 
people on probation or parole — have positive effects, the pres- 
ence of partisan politics casts a shadow over his office. 

“[The politicization] is evidenced in his proliferation of social 
welfare programs,” said the former prosecutor.

Month’s top 
cop caught 
babynapper

Police Officer Diana Moon- 
ey, who busted alleged baby 
snatcher, Tara Ann McDonald, 
was honored as the 84th Pre- 
cinct Community Council’s 
Cop of the Month during the 
council’s regular monthly 
meeting Tuesday night. 

Mooney collared McDon- 
ald after the woman allegedly 
spent months stalking and ha- 
rassing Brooklyn Heights, 
Cobble Hill and Carroll Gar- 
dens parents and nannies. 

McDonald was arrested on 
July 16, at around 5 pm, after 
allegedly attempting to grab a 
stroller, with a seven-month- 
old toddler in tow, from a local 
mother on Clinton and Mon- 
tague streets. 

McDonald, 35, of Daytona 
Beach, Fla. reportedly fled, 
but Mooney, armed with a de- 
scription of the suspect, cap- 
tured McDonald shortly after. 

Inspector Christopher Ris- 
ing, the commanding officer 
of the 84th Precinct, said the 
incident served as a caution to 
both the community and the 
police to be vigilant in similar 
circumstances. 

“If we’re going to make a 
mistake, it’s better to err on 
the side of caution,” he said. 
“It’s hard to understand the 
severity of these situations.” 

Many of the parents that 
say they had been confronted 
by McDonald, told The 
Brooklyn Papers shortly after 
her arrest to have dismissed 
the incident as a simple run in 
with an emotionally disturbed 
street person. 

Following McDonald’s ar- 
rest, however, police inter- 
viewed parents in local play- 
grounds and complaints 
poured into the precinct re- 
garding McDonald’s alleged 
behavior. Most of the charges 
that McDonald is facing, Ris- 
ing said, were collected after 

Police say McDonald was 
initially picked up on July 4, 
after a couple complained that 
she had harassed them. The 
pair, however, did not hang 
around to file a report, and po-

lice could not hold her on any 
criminal charges. 

The officers did, however, 
appraise that she was emotion- 
ally disturbed and sent Mc- 
Donald to Woodhull Hospital 
in Bedford-Stuyvesant for a 
psychological evaluation. 

McDonald has reportedly 
been arrested at least 10 times 
during the 1990s, including five 
times for attempted kidnapping. 
Her record, however, was not 
known to police because, ac- 
cording to a detective investigat- 
ing her case, she furnished the 
name, Susan Goodenough. 

Goodenough was deemed 
psychologically fit by Wood- 
hull and was let loose to con- 
tinue her alleged series of ha- 
rassment, that is, until she was 
taken into custody on July 16. 

Subsequently, McDonald 
was arraigned on Sept. 9 at the 
Brooklyn Criminal Court 
building at 120 Schermerhom 
St. and is currently being held 
on $150,000 bail on charges 
of attempted kidnapping, 
stalking and endangering the 
welfare of a child, in addition 
to a battery of other charges. 

Exactly on month later, yet 
another attempted kidnapping 
occurred at Pierrepont Play- 
ground, fueling already fraz- 
zled nerves in the Heights. 

On Monday, Aug. 26, at 
around noon, a man allegedly 
approached a two-year-old girl 
while she was under the care 
of a local day care center. 

The suspect allegedly 
picked up the child and when 
staffers of the day care center 
questioned him, the man re- 
portedly claimed to be the fa- 
ther of the child.

Mom: Understand her discontent 


Q: “I’m at my wit’s end 
with my 9-year-old daugh- 
ter. In the last 18 months, 
her daddy and I split up and 
my daughter and I moved 
an hour away. He remarried 
a woman who has four kids 
and my new husband’s two 
daughters come on week- 
ends. My daughter whines, 
has a bad attitude and is dis- 
respectful. I feel like I’m do- 
ing her more harm than 
good not disciplining her.”

A: When a child feels lost in 
the shuffle, whiny, “look-at-me” 
behavior often springs from a 
shaken sense of security. 

“Depending on the day of 
the week and her visitation 
schedule, this girl may wake up 
with a different group to say 
hello to each morning,” says 
step-grandmother Darry Guli. 

“If a child doesn’t whine at 
a time like this, her feelings 
could be totally overlooked.” 

The first step: Acknowledge 
all the changes — being 
squeezed out of her familiar 
space, gaining step-parents and 
step-siblings who vie for mom 
and dad’s attention, Guli says. 

If mom strives to make her 
daughter feel secure again, the 
whining and complaining will 
fade on their own. 

“A demanding child needs 
more nurturing so she feels 
filled up and doesn’t have to 
be so clingy,” says Stanley 
Greenspan, MD, child psychi- 
atrist and author of “The Se- 
cure Child” (Perseus, 2002).

Isolina Ricci, PhD, author 
of “Mom’s House, Dad’s 
House” (Fireside Books, 
1997), agrees: “During these 
alone times, some revealing 
insights can emerge that can 
help the parents understand 
the daughter’s fears and hurts 
over the changes.”

“When a child goes through 
changes of this magnitude, 
their basic trust in adults can 
be shaken and limits, structure 
and personal attention take on 
heightened importance,” Ricci 

“While setting limits is es- 
sential, a parent must also look 
for solutions to the child’s

stress and unhappiness and as- 
sure the child of her love and 
constancy.” 

A child needs to feel loved, 
valued and cared for by her 
parents, says a married father 
of three from Richmond, Va. 
“You don’t do this by ripping 
the child’s world apart, then 
becoming angry that she’s up- 
set,” he says. “The mother 
might ask herself how she 
would react in the same cir- 
cumstances.” 

In addition to more time 
with each parent, Ricci says 
family meetings to set up 
house rules and detailed par- 
enting agreements help boost 
a child’s sense of security 
when she’s part of two homes. 


“Kids may not exactly like the 
meeting process, but if it is a 
process where they have a say 
in making rules or assigning 
family tasks, they can get into 
it,” Ricci says. 

“They can get the feeling of 
how the family can work as a 

Kids also take some comfort 
in a thoughtful agreement be- 
tween mom and dad about 
how they will share their re- 
sponsibilities as parents and 
such details as when the child 
will be where. 

“Sometimes children feel 
their parents have not even 
considered what should be 
done for a child or a family to 
survive the transition of di- 


vorce, hence the disrespectful 
attitude,” says Ricci.

it any wonder that we as New 
Yorkers, Americans and hu- 
man beings are still grieving 
the loss of loved ones and of 
our sense of personal security? 

We live in a stressful and 
chaotic time. Many New 
Yorkers feel less able to en- 
gage in pleasurable activities, 
travel without feeling over- 
whelmed by fear/panic, con- 
centrate at work, or enjoy so- 
cial and family relationships. 
But you need not feel alone, 
unsafe nor encumbered by de- 
pressive or anxious thoughts 
and feelings. This author/psy- 
chotherapist is trained to help 
individuals deal with personal 
problems, relieve emotional 
distress and make positive life 
changes. 

“Reutors,” a public health 
research group, released find- 
ings on March 27, 2002, of a 
study conducted in the after- 
math of Sept. 11, 2001. The 
report found that New Yorkers 
were suffering from post trau- 
matic stress disorder or depres- 
sion at about twice the average 
rate for other Americans. Peo- 
ple dealing with these disor- 
ders also respond well to psy- 
chotherapy. What follows, is 
an overview of the differential 
features and symptomatology 
for post traumatic stress disor- 
der and depression excerpted 
from the Diagnostic and Sta- 
tistical Manual of Mental Dis- 
orders, fourth edition, (DSM- 
IV).

disorders identified in the 
DSM-IV. Criteria include: ex- 
posure to an event or series of 
events which threatened death 
or serious injury or a threat to 
personal integrity resulting in 
feelings of intense fear or hor- 

The traumatic event is con- 
tinually re-experienced in one 
or more of the following 
ways: intrusive and disturbing 
images, persistent avoidance 
of thoughts, feelings, activities 
or people that arouse memo- 
ries of the traumatic event. 

A person suffering from this 


disorder may also experience 
an inability to recall the trauma, 
detachment from other people, 
difficulty sleeping, concentrat- 
ing, and controlling anger. 

By definition, symptoms 
must last longer than one 
month following the traumatic 
event. However, a person can 
be diagnosed with this disorder 
even if symptoms do not appear 
for six months after the event. 

Depression can be mild, 
moderate or severe. Sympto- 
matology varies and is catego- 
rized into several different dis- 
orders as defined in the 
DSM-IV. Included in this arti- 
cle is an overview of two de- 
pressive disorders: Major De- 
pression and Dysthymia. 

Major Depressive episodes 
last at least two weeks. Symp- 
toms include: depressed mood, 
loss of interest or pleasure in 
nearly all activities, change in 


appetite, sleep patterns, or psy- 
chomotor activity (much more 
or much less), decreased ener- 
gy, feelings of worthlessness or 
guilt, difficulty thinking, con- 
centratilng, or making deci- 
sions and recurrent thoughts of 
death, suicidal ideation, plans 
or attempts. 

A person who feels de- 
pressed for most of the day, 
more days than not, over at 
least a two year period may be 
diagnosed with Dysthymia. 
Symptoms of this disorder in- 
clude: poor appetite or 

overeating, insomnia or hyper- 
somnia, low energy or fatigue, 
low self-esteem, poor concen- 
tration or difficulty making de- 
cisions and feelings of hope- 
lessness.

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Homeless move in on P’Heights

Despite a lawsuit at- 
tempting to block the city’s 
conversion of two proper- 
ties into homeless shelters, 
20 families moved into 768 
Pacific St., in Prospect 
Heights, last weekend. 

While their case is still 
pending, the city Department 
of Homeless Services (DHS) 
began moving families into 
the first half of what is 
planned to be a 96-unit tempo- 
rary homeless shelter in back- 
to-back properties at 768 Pa- 
cific St. and 603 Dean St. 

“To move them in just a 
couple of days before [the 
lawsuit] shows they have no 
regard for community input,” 
said Fort Greene-Prospect 
Heights Councilman James 
Davis. “And it’s mean-spirit-

judge that the project violated 
their 14th Amendment right to 
“substantive due process.” 

The civil action, filed in 
federal court due to its consti- 
tutional claims, refers to the 
proposal as a “stealth project 
in recognition of the Defen- 
dants efforts to sneak it past 
the radar of legal requirements 
and community notice.” 

The action dso charges that 
the city is not following “fair 
share criteria” given that Com- 
munity Board 8 already hosts

The action is taken against 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg, 
DHS and its Commissioner 
Linda Gibbs, as well as the 
owners of the buildings and 
the project’s proponents, Inter- 
im Housing, Inc. 

Plaintiffs include CB8, lo- 
cal residents and businesses as 
well as Congressman Major 
Owens, state Senators Vel- 
manette Montgomery and Carl 
Andrews, Assemblyman 
Roger Green and Davis. 


‘Tt’s disrespectful of our 
community, CB8 and all our 
elected officials who brought 
this to the attention of the 
mayor,” said Patti Hagan, a 
member of PHAC, of bringing 
families in before the case was 
resolved.

The Moscow Ballet will perform at 
Brooklyn Center on Dec. 22 to 
Tchaikovsky’s score recorded by the 
Moscow Festival Orchestra, which, ac- 
cording to Talmi “is the only recording in 
the world specifically recorded for the 
tempo of ballet. You can’t dance to the 
quick concert version. And it was record- 
ed just for this tour.”

Headed 
up by pianist Arturo O’Farrill, son of the 
late, legendary bandleader-composer 
Chico O’Farrill, this is a delicious sneak 
peek performance of the all-star ensem- 
ble prior to their May 2003 Lincoln Cen- 
ter debut. 

Another Lincoln Center group, the New 
York Philharmonic, will perform under 
the baton of maestro Roberto Minczuk, 
co-artistic director of the Sao Paulo State 
Symphony, on April 12, 2003. The Teatro 
Lirico D’Europa will return, after a well- 
received performance of “Rigoletto” last 
season at Brooklyn Center, on March 30 
with Modest Mussorgsky’s “Boris Go- 
dunov.” 

“This is a rarely performed opera. It’s a 
large production, and they have just won- 
derful singers. We have been thrilled with 


the quality of their past productions. We 
got raves from the audience last year,” 
said Pareles. 

While the Hungarian Symphony Or- 
chestra is an obvious choice on Jan. 19, 
2003, Pareles says that the performance of 
Vietnamese pianist Dang Thai Son should 
not be missed on Feb. 9, 2003. 

“He doesn’t perform much in US,” said 
Pareles. “He’s known in Europe and Asia. 
He’s a real find and the first Asian to win 
the International Chopin Competition. It 
should be one of those rare performances. 
He’s one of the best.” 

Brooklyn Center has once again assem- 
bled a top notch dance series.

Champagne and Candlelight 
presents two mini operas

C hampagne and Candlelight is a company that’s serious 
about opera. 

In past seasons they’ve brought us both well known 
pieces like Gilbert and Sullivan’s “Iolanthe” and Kurt Weill’s 
“Three-penny Opera,” as well as lesser known works like 
Weill’s “Street Scene,” a musical adaptation of Elmer Rice’s 
play by the same name. 

Now, the company is digging into the positively obscure 
— “Zaide,” an unfinished early work of Wolfgang Amadeus 
Mozart; and “La Serva Pedronna,” a seminal but seldom per- 
formed work by Giovanni Battista Pergolesi, an eighteenth 
century Neapolitan composer who wrote 13 operas including 
“The Maid as Mistress,” most of which are lost, and lots of 
church music. 

Both operas will be staged in the Chapel Theater at the 
First Unitarian Church with a minimum of props and scenery. 
Singers will be dressed in period costumes and accompanied 
by Taya Shumerina on piano. 

The company’s founder, David Yin, an opera aficionado 
who has studied at the Mannes College of Music and the 
Opera Workshop, directs “Zaide.” 

“It’s about a sultan’s [William Heckel] favorite, Zaide [Mila de 
Costa], who tries to escape from the harem with her lover,” Yin 
told GO Brooklyn. “She’s caught, but the Sultan pardons her and 
her lover because the lover turns out to have saved the sultan’s life 
15 years ago.” The role of the lover is performed by Yin. 

The libretto was written by Andreas Schachtner. Mozart fin- 
ished two-thirds of the opera before he was called to Munich to 
write “Idomenco,” his first substantial opera. He never went back 
to “Zaide,” and Champagne and Candlelight has further abridged 
the unfinished opera to a very manageable 35 minutes. 

“La Serva Pedronna” is directed by Nick Titakis, who has 
performed off-Broadway, on national tours, in opera and in 

“The opera is way over the top farce,” said Titakis. “There 
are only three characters, and only two sing.” Those charac- 
ters are a gentleman (Titakis), his maid (Kathy Titakis) and a 
mute valet (Paul Eisemann). 

“The gentleman is a buffoon. His valet and his maid have 
him twisted around their fingers,” Titakis explained. “He’s a 
miser and the maid is a spendthrift. He's sure she's sending 
him into poverty. He can’t decide whether to keep her or let 
her go. Then the mute servant gets the brilliant idea he will 
come as a prince wooing the maid so the gentleman will get 
jealous and propose marriage.” 

According to Titakis, “La Serva Pedronna” belongs to a 
body of work called congrega de rozzi, which means “group 
of fools” — work that was “lighthearted and spoofy . . . and 
depicted peasants and farmers poking fun at each other.” 
Congrega de rozzi began in southern Italy and was very influ- 
ential in the development of commedia dell’ arte. 

When “La Serva Pedronna” was staged in Paris in 1752, it 
became something of a cause celebre because it was the first 
example of comedic opera and also because it depicted for 
the first time real people and not mythological characters, said 
Ym. 

“It created a fervor,” Ym said. “And it was directly respon- 
sible for [influencing] composers who followed, like Gluck 
and Mozart.” 

Champagne and Candlelight will be staging Pergolesi’s en- 
tire 50-minute-long opera, with only rudimentary scenery and 
props. Titakis says this production’s minimal scenery and the 
limited space of the chapel are representative of the way the 
opera was originally presented. 

“The opera was certainly not performed in a theater when 
it was written,” he said. “It was performed in homes or small 
concert halls.” 

Champagne and Candlelight performs Sept. 21 and 
Sept. 27 - 28 at 8 pm. The Chapel Theater is located at 
The First Unitarian Church, 50 Monroe Place at Pierrepont 
Street in Brooklyn Heights. Tickets are $15, $10 for seniors 
and students.

A s the name suggests, the Pearl 
Room is very serious about 
seafood — albeit with Italian 
flourishes. 

The five-year-old restaurant, on the 
comer of Third Avenue and 82nd 
Street in Bay Ridge, is luxurious. The 
spacious eatery has several seating ar- 
eas, including the front room with its 
romantic high-backed banquettes, the 
more spacious backroom with enor- 
mous windows framed with golden 
drapes and the enclosed garden. 

The restaurant underwent consider- 
able renovations 18 months ago which 
doubled the seating area and trans- 
formed the garden from tables with 
umbrellas, to a patio topped by an ele- 
gant, waterproof bamboo awning. 

The Pearl Room has all of the 
amenities, including valet parking and 
a waitstaff that is both friendly and 
knowledgeable. 

Although chef Gerard Spezio has 
recently introduced his new fall 
menu. I’m still dreaming about start- 
ing my Pearl Room dinner with his 
poached lobster salad appetizer and a 
glass of their fresh-brewed ice tea. 
The fresh lobster, a hit from the sum- 
mer menu, was tossed with seasonal 
fruits — including pineapple which 
lent it a retro flair — over baby 
greens and a creamy dressing. 

Sadly, the mozzarella carozza is on 
the new menu. While the sun dried 
tomato and caper sauce is robust and 
full of flavor, the fried, breaded moz- 
zarella is flavorless and surprisingly 
miserly with regard to the cheese. 

Two intriguing newcomers to the 
appetizer list include bacon wrapped, 
roasted quail served with creamy herb 
polenta and a burnt honey grappa 
sauce, and the grilled portobello 
mushroom served with herbed goat 
cheese, drizzled with white port wine 
glaze over baby greens. 

The Pearl Room also offers a raw 
bar with everything from Alaskan 
king crab legs to a champagne 
poached crawfish cocktail. 

Spezio, formerly of Manhattan’s 
Hudson River Club, has a tempting 
list of options for those not so enam- 
ored of fish including pastas, duck, 
veal, chicken and pork chops. 

Our waitress Donna recommended

the sesame-crusted swordfish, and we 
are grateful. The substantial portion 
was served in an Asian-inspired sweet 
and sour scallion and ginger sauce 
akin to hoisan sauce, accompanied by 
a buttery smooth circle of creamy po- 
lenta and snow peas. The fresh fish 
was further enhanced by a topping of 
red peppers and onions. 

Because the dinner plates at the 
Pearl Room could double as platters, 
it may be an impossibility to squeeze 
in dessert, but pastry chef Danny 
Martinez has devised a sinful list of 
temptations. His v anill a ice cream 
ball is the size of a cantaloupe — a 
positively gluttonous serving which 
should be shared by two. The ice 


cream is rolled into a ball, covered 
with banana bread, deep fried and 
then decorated with pretty swirls of 
caramel sauce. Yes, it is as good as it 
sounds. 

The Italian favorites, tiramisu and 
tartufo, are well-represented. The 
cheesecake was more American style 
than Italian, yet was quite light and a 
little tangy. 

The “chocolate heaven” is a 
warm, flourless chocolate cake with 
a molten center served with ice 
cream and fresh strawberries. But it 
should be called 10 seconds of heav- 
en, because that’s all the time you 
have to eat it before your dining part- 
ner eats it all first. It’s a classic com- 
bination: cool, sweet strawberries 
perfectly paired with warm, dark 
chocolate. 

Although our story ends here, the 
Pearl Room menu continues with 
mahi mahi crusted with macadamia 
nuts, bacon wrapped diver scallops, 
horseradish crusted Atlantic salmon, 
herb dusted wild striped bass and 
tamarind rubbed prawns. The new 
season has provided many more rea- 
sons to return to the Pearl Room.

Gateway to the East, Turkey 
boasts a refined cuisine and a cul- 
ture of warm hospitality. One flight 
up from the shops on Montague 
Street, Brooklyn’s newest Turkish 
restaurant, Kapadokya, offers din- 
ers a taste of these traditions. 

This is owner Volkan Atilgan’s 
second Turkish restaurant (two 
years ago he opened Turkuaz, on 
Broadway at 100th Street in Man- 
hattan). The chef, Necati Solgoel, 
has been cooking traditional Turk- 
ish food in New York for 15 years. 
He will offer daily specials in addi- 
tion to a full menu. 

Many dishes on the menu are 
familiar, like humus ($3.50 at 
lunch/$4.50 at dinner) and a vari- 
ety of kebabs ($7.95-8.95/ $11.95- 
14.95). 

Lesser known choices are also 
tempting, like sword fish kebabs 
(market price), and “Sultan’s De- 
light,” a classic Ottoman dish of 
chicken or lamb served over 
creamy eggplant ($8.95/$14.95). 


The full bar serves anise-fla- 
vored raki brandy ($5/glass) and 
wines by the glass from Turkey 
and other regions ($5). 

In the lantern-lit dining room, 
guests can opt to sit at low Turkish 
tables. Graceful glass hookahs are 
more than decoration here. At 
night, an airy covered deck be- 
comes a Narghile patio, where 
smokers can choose tobaccos in 
flavors (rose, honey or apple) to 
puff from the restaurant’s water 
pipes. (A full pipe is $13.95 and 
lasts around 1 hour.) Thursdays 
and Fridays at 8:30 pm, a belly 
dancing performance will add to 
the mood. 

Kapadokya is at 142 Montague 
St. between Clinton and Henry 
streets, on the second floor, in 
Brooklyn Heights. Open 1 1 am- 
11 pm. every day. Take-out is 
available. Cash only. (All major 
credit cards will soon be accept- 
ed.)

Gallery Players triumph in 
demanding production 


F or their first production of the 
season, the Gdlery Players have 
set themselves a huge undertak- 
ing: Frank Loesser’s “The Most Hap- 
py Fella.” 

When the musical opened at the 
Imperial Theatre in 1956, it ran for 
678 performances and was immedi- 
ately hailed for the scope, breadth and 
originality of its score. 

At a time when most musicals used 
a framework of considerable dialogue 
to support a score of perhaps a dozen 
songs, Loesser’s work had almost op- 
eratic proportions: almost three- 
fourths of the play is set to music. 

However, the play is noteworthy 
not only for the quantity but also for 
the variety of the music. “The Most 
Happy Feila” contains arias, recitative, 
duets, choral music, instrumental inter- 
ludes, folk music and a good deal of 
parodies on all these forms. Much of 
the music is accompanied by spirited 
and complicated ensemble dances. 

If all this didn’t place enough de- 
mands on the ac- 

tors, there are 
also several roles 
that call for a be- 
lievable and sus- 
tained Italian ac- 

The Gallery 
Players have not 
only risen to the 
challenge. 

They have tri- 
umphed. 

Director Cara 

Reichel, supported by choreographer 
Michael Pilon, musical director 
Michael Smith and costume designer 
Abby Smith, has kept this weighty 
production joyously light. It jumps 
and bubbles, and swirls with color. 

The plot revolves around the mis-

adventures of Tony (Larry Brustofs- 
ki), a Napa Valley vintner who falls 
in love with a waitress, whom he 
calls Rosabella (Jacquelyn Baker), af- 
ter she serves him in a San Francisco 
restaurant. Following a heady corre- 
spondence, Tony 
proposes to Ros- 
abella by mail, 
and sends her a 
picture — not of 
his aging self, 
but of his hand- 
some, young ranch 
hand, Joe (Jason 
Mills). 

Brustofski is a 
warm and hum- 
ble Tony. His per- 
sonality perme- 
ates the play with goodness. His heart 
is as expansive as his powerful voice. 
His Italian accent only occasionally 
betrays him. 

Baker manages to appear fresh but 
not quite pure at the same time. She 
may have been around, but in her

own way she too has kept the faith. 
Her powerful soprano presides over 
some of the most tender songs. 

The play also has a subplot that in- 
volves Rosabella’s fellow-waitress, 
Cleo (Laura Beth Wells) and the ob- 
ject of her affections, the clueless 
Herman (Christopher Gleason). 

Wells and Gleason engage in the 
same kind of down-home, good-fun 
humor that made the Carol Burnett 
show so hilarious. Wells, who opens 
the show with “My Feet!,” is particu- 
larly effective at setting the tone of 
suffering with spirit. 

There are some lovely love scenes 
(Tony and Rosabella’s duet “My 
Heart Is So Full of You” and Ros- 
abella’s “Please Let Me Tell You”) 
interspersed with rollicking ensemble 
song and dance (“Big D” and “Fres- 
no Beauties”). 

Most impressive, are David Scott 
Baker, Jeremiah Griffin and Zach 
Wobensmith as the three Italian 
chefs whose “Abbondanza” takes a 
Sesame Street style look at the art of 
the opera and the art of cooking. 

If there are any problems with 
“The Most Happy Fella,” they are 
for the most part Loesser’s. Of the 
30 songs in the musical, not all do 
much to advance the plot, and a few 


are not particularly interesting or 
melodic. Sometimes it appears 
Loesser was at a loss what to do mu- 
sically and loathe to return to dia- 

The play has only three settings: a 
restaurant in San Francisco, Main 
Street in Napa and Tony’s ranch. 
Scenic designer Scott Aronow has 
correctly re-created all these scenes 
in an impressionistic way, with more 
attention to mood than detail. 

But surely he should have been 


able to come up with a set that didn't 
require at least one change that 
stopped the play cold in the first act. 
Even a piano interlude cannot change 
the fact that the audience spends too 
long watching the actors become 
stagehands. 

But aside from a few bumps in the 
road, “The Most Happy Fella” is a 
most happy production. Its lightheart- 
ed optimism and faith in humanity is 
just what we need in these troubled 
and turbulent times.

Pareles said Lizt Alfon- 
so’s troupe, based in Ha- 
vana, is returning to New 
York after a sold out per- 
formance at Summerstage in 
Central Park this summer. 

‘Tt is an all-female group 
which is very unusual, espe- 
cially in a male dominated 
culture,” said Pareles. 
“There’s a quality to it that’s 
very novel. It’s pared down 
Cuban and Afro-Cuban 
dance, traditional and mod- 
em at once.
